MOTION FOR ORDER CONFIRMING SALE OF BARGE HARRY, ETC. 

Plaintiff, Glenwood Aviation, LLC, by its attorneys, Robert W. Hesselbacher, Jr. and 
Wright, Constable & Skeen, L.L.P., pursuant to Rule E of the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, 
Supplemental Rules for Certain Admiralty and Maritime Claims, hereby moves that this 
Honorable Court issue an Order Confirming the Auction Sale of the Barge HARRY, etc., which 
occurred on December 20, 2006, and for cause states: 

1. That on Novemeber 28, 2006, this Court issued its Order for Interlocutory Sale of 
Vessel by Public Auction, which directed the United States Marshal to hold a public auction sale 
of the Barge HARRY, etc., a 110' steel hulled barge, after giving public notice of said auction.

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4. That the highest bid for the Barge HARRY, etc., was made by Brickwood 
Contractors, Inc., in the amount of Nine Thousand Two Hundred Dollars ($9,200.00), which 
amount has been paid in full and received by the United States Marshal for the District of 
Columbia. See U.S. Marshal's Report of Sale dated December 21, 2006 attached as Exhibit 2. 

5. In accordance with the Order for Interlocutory Sale, any objection shall be filed 
within three (3) days of the auction sale, or the sale shall be subject to confirmation by the court.
